Double 'iaxationi 

Tho promiso of tbo.Prosidont of tho 
Council " that Government would 
introduces tho bill relating to Trado 
LicoucoB," when coupled with tho fact 
that His Excellency in bis speech said 
notbing about that tux — notwithstand- 
ing ho took particular pains to remark 
that tbo Ileal Estate Tax " must " bo 
ropoalod — iH most ominous. Wo re> 
grot to say that siuco tho monstrous 
assortion of tbo Attorney General, on 
Friday last, that tho Govornmont of 
which ho is tbo law adviser is gov- 
erned moro by expediency than by 
legality — wo havo lost all confidence 
iu that Government. Wo believe that 
if tbo Governor can with impunity 
discard law and, as a matter of ex- 
pediency, collect duties at Now Wests 
initiator on goods from Victoria, bo can 
with equal impunity raiso the Trade 
Xnconeo to five or ten per cont. and 
collect it. His Excellency stands in a 
position towards Vanoouvor Island 
and Cariboo similar to that in which 
tbo boggar stood towards Ciil lilas : 
"I saw on tbo ground an old bat; at 
tho same time I heard a lamentable 
voice say, ' For God's sake, havo pity ; 
drop, if you please, a few bits into tbo 
hat;' I saw at the foot of a tree a 
kind of a soldier, who upon two oro t 
sticks supported tho barrel ofarai> 
bine, with which ho seemed about 
to take aim at mo." Tho com- 
mercial and productive classes are 
Gil Bias, and tho Govornmont, tho 
Boldior seeking eleemosynary aid by 
tho adoption of a plan that leavos tho 
persons appoaled u> no option but to 
contribute or submit to a still greater 
sacrifice. It is ovidont that there ex- 
ists no intention to repeal the tax. 
We may bo mistaken, bat wo are pro- 
pared not only for its continuance, but 
for an increaso in tbo rato. After tho 
admission of Mr Crcaso, wo aro pro- 
pared for any ovort act that will tend 
to bring money into the public coffers. 
Tho Colon}' is sick at heart at the 
prospect beforo it. On all sides wo 
hoar sentiments of discontent express- 
ed at tho illegal courio that Govern- 
ment has adopted. A painful feeling 
of insecurity, that is bocoming every 
day moro intenso, exists. A vague 
sonso of impending danger appeal's to 
have scizod on the popular mind, and 
& doop gloom pervades or lianas over 
tho country from Cariboo to Victoria. 
Tbo Government is alone rosponsiblo 
lor this state of affairs, and should it 
persist in tho present policy, and the 
"forebodings of ovil meet with roaliza- 
' tion, tho dreadful responsibility will 
rost with itself, and not upon the 
heads of the over bur thened colonists. 
Wo warn the Government that it is 
treading on dangerous ground. 



Letter from Paris. 



[from our own correspondent^] 

Paris, 18th Ducembur, 1607. 

ROME FOR THE ROMANS, 

There is general rejoicing in France at the 
return of our troops Irom Rome, principal!; 
on aeocunt ol the tumor; ol expense which it 
will ensure lo the French Qoances. The 
bum expended by France since 1849 to re- 
store Pius IX. to Rome and guarantee to him 
its peueulul possession, may be estimated at 
00 millions ol franc?. The nominal cost was 
about three millions per annum and a very 
slight agitation in Italy pufliced to double ur 
even treble that amount. France i= rich, 
without doubt, but not enough so to be reck- 
less in ber expenses, and if it is a fine thing 
to bo generous, we find it rather hard to have 
488 millions lo pay every year lor tho debt 
alone, In a financial situation so heavily 
charged, even economy should be studied, 
above all when it i- in harmony with the in- 
terests of France and the principle which 
bIio represents in the world. The spu n ol 
speculation, combined with the unfortunate 
stagnation, which now weighs upon the 
nniioiml industry, has only too strong a ten- 
dency to send money abroad, where it i-< 
often eugulphed in affairs which seldom il I 
ever render any interest. One journal, il e 
1'resse, pointed out about a month since that 
duriug the last fifteen years Franco has spent 
beyond ber frontiers the enormous sum ol 
13,900,000,000 Irancs, ol which 4 250,000, 000 
francs were invested in foreign leans, ami 
4750 million franca engaged in share com- 
panies abroad. War has also taken consid- 
erable amounts from the country. We do 
not know what the contrary movement lias 
brought into France of foreign capital, but 
if an account was made out, the balance 
wonul certainly lie against her ; because oft 
her own capital has not been able to find 
advantageous occupation at home, that ol 
others has found no inducements to enter the 
country. Everything that can react against 
this Htate ol affairs should meet with the sym- 
pathy ol the French public, and li;o abandon- 
ment of Rome fo in this respect B happy 
event, lor to the 60 millions spent by the 
Government in the States of the Church, 
must beindded all the sums spent for the lait 
17 years by the families of the soldiers and 
officers of the expeditionary army. The Pope 
has no eausej to complain oi France, for she 
has most certainly done much to prop up the 
long loitering Papal See. Besides, he will 
continue lo receive a large subvention Irom 
the French— the Groinale de Roma in fact 
announces that since 18;'>!) Peter's nenoe has 
produced lor the benefit ol t ho Holy Father, 
54,000,000 Irancs. France, as is well-known, 
j contributes the largest part of that pioos 
subvention, 

THE CUiUICAI. llll.KMMA. 

Tho clerical journals ol Franco especially 
continue to remark on the present position ol 
tbo Pope at Rome, but are evidently ember- 
nssed uh to what view to take of the subject. 
They apparently would be glad to pordicl 
some dreadful disturbance the (light of the 
head of tbo chin eh, .fee,, but are deterred 
from that course by tho purfcotly tranquil 
stale of tho pternul City. Tho articles ol 
tho Ultramontane press generally sing In 
chorus and say (hut the revolutionists who 



have eo long been working for the evacua- 
tion of tbo lioly City must now bo content, 
We hopo that the good old l'opa will be 
spared only u quarter of tho misfortunes 
that tho Ullraiaontauo papers expebt will 
shortly befall him. 

"Tlin: JOURNAL DES DE1UT3," 

A paper dcvoled to tho Houso of Orleans-, 
lells us in a correspondence from Rome that 
the Pope, amongst other things in his furo- 
well address to the French army, said, " I 
hear that your Sovereign is not well, I will 
pray heaven to restore him lo health. I am 
also informed that his conscience is troubled, 
I will implore the Almighty to send him 
peace ol mind." Ol course, tiieso details 
havo been a oauso of much annoyaneo at 
Court, and it is reported the Government has 
sent to Rome to mako inquiries whether the 
Holy Father did actually utter tbejg_Jvords, 
and if an answer to the contrary is received, 
tho paper will bo prosecuted (or spreading 
false news. 

Tho Emperor, nccornpatiied by his uide-de- 
camp, took a walk in thu town of Oompiegue 
oo Thursday last. His Majesty called at 
the shop of Monsuier Dubois, booksoller, 
place do l'Hotel do Yille, and asked to in- 
spect a variety of articles which '.hat trades- 
man gets carved Irom tho wood of tho forest 
jud which ure known by tbo nurau ol 
" Souvenirs do Coinpiegno." A great number 
wore showu to tho Fmpcror, who expressed 
himself much delighted with the beautiful 
execution. His Majesty, who had sealed 
himself in thu front ot tho counter, then rose 
and mado a selection and begged they might 
bo sent to tho Palace. Ou leaving ho look a 
turn in the place uud entered tho shop of 
Monsieur Breton, also a bookseller, where 
His Majesty made i choieo ol various arti- 
cles, and aruougst thorn a handsome readiag 
desk. 

THE TRIAL OF ADMIRAL PEilFANO. 

Admiral Pcrsano, who, it is known has 
been in durance vile awaiting his trial for 
having lost tho naval engagement of Lizm, 
has again appeared beforo tho Senatorial 
Commission. An Italian correspondent 
writes that tho Admiral is very much cast 
down ; he hardly tastes any lood, and his 
w hole day is spent in walking up and down 
the room in which he is kept a prisoner. He 
is too agitated either to read or write ; he has 
begged to be al'owed the company of his 
son, who has always acted in the capacity 
of socretury to his lather. It is very uncer- 
tain whether this boon will be granted him. 

PILGRIMAGE OK THE IMPRESS TO ROME. 

We bear from Roma that the journey of 
the Empress of tho French to the Holy Oily 
is looked upon us certain at the Vatican. It 
is reported that the arrangements are being 
made to receive Her Majesty at the French 
Embassy, as she has relused the offer made 
to her by tho Pope to take up her residence 
at tho quirinal. As tbo Empress proceeds 
to the Holy City incog., as a simple pilgrim 
lo the tombs of the iioly Apostles, she pre- 
fers taking up her quarters at the Embassy. 
Should the Holy Father listen to the entreat- 
ies of tho Empress he will give up every 
idea ol abandoning Koine. 

COUNT VON BISMARCK.. 

Though Count Von Bismarck has returned 
to Berlin, and has resumed his functions ns 
l'rime Minister, he will, we hear, in accord- 
ance will: the advice of his medical advisers, 
work but a very few hours daily.

'2, OilO francs to be lakeu from hw privy puise 
and distributed among the actors. 



VICTOR HUGO AT GUERNSEY. 

The voluntary exile, who has for tho last 
few years been sulking at Guernsey, has had 
a tbeatro constructed in the beautiful man- 
sion he occupies in the liritish Islands, it is 
his intention to have his latter pieces per- 
formed theie. Actors from Paris arc lo bo 
invited from time to time to proceed thither. 
Victor Hugo pays all expenses. 

THE AMERICAN MINISTER! 

The Hon. Mr Bigelow, late Minister of the 
United States at Paris, has been (or some 
time the guest ol the Emperor and the Em- 
press of the French at Oompeigne. It is 
reported that the lale United Stales Minister 
will remain in Paris until thu arrival of Gen. 
Dix, when he will proceed to his home by 
way ot England, where ho will remain lor 
sometime. His Excellency, it is affirmed, 
longs to return to private lile and to the 
studies ol which he is so fond. This unliable 
gentleman, as well as Mrs Bigelow, will be 
universally regretted in thi French capital, 
and they both carry awu> with them lire es- 
teem and regard ol ti-e whole diplomatic 
corps. 

FACTS AND SCRAPS. 

The remains ol Cardinal Richelieu were 
transferred to the chnreh "f the Sorbanne, at 
Parrs, on the 19th inst., and deposited in the 
handsome mausoleum which Gira'dio lias 
erected there. This tomb, considered as a 
masterpiece, is situated in the right trau-vpl 
of the edifice, built by the great Cardinal. 
The hoi'v of ihe minister is placed under the 
mausoleum, but the head was taken away in 
L793, and is now restored. The statue il) 
While marble, as striking a likeness as that 
of thu fine portrait in the Louvre, by Philippe 
do Cbampnigne, is half reclining, and is sup- 
ported by religion holding the book which 
the Cardinal composed in its defence. Close 
by are two genii, hearing the arms of this 
eminent statesman. 

A Swedish photographer has just discov- 
ered a new method ol taking portraits. He 
places his client in a room hum which light 
is care-fully excluded, then at ihe moment of 
commencing operations, the room, by moans 
of an apparatus, is suddenly lighted ; the light 
lasts only a lew seconds but the portrait 
is taken. This light is produced by pulver- 
ized magnetism and chloride of lime, which 
aio placed in an iron capsule and held over a 
lamp filled with spirits of wine. 

The administration of artillery at Stock- 
holm have been authorized to send to the 
Universal Exhibition of 1807, a rifled canon, 
(the bore of which has 2.29 metres) ; five 
needle guns, ol the Hagstroem system, and 
several specimens ol anoiont warlike wea- 
pons, Prince Oscar, Duke of Ostrogalh, bus 
the intention ol sending tho magnificent 
ivory vase which was presented to hiici by 
the Hanish workmen. 

A singular trial has later/ taken place iu a 
town in Bavaria. Two tradespeople, ol tho 
town of Bamberg, having had a dispute, one 
of them, dcKirnig to mortify his adversary, 
called him Bismarklll This bo offended 
the other that he brought an option for dtfa- 
malion of character. The judge, it soems, 
1 was highly puzzled what judgment to render, 
and the ease was dismissed, on tho plea that 
the court could not decide us lo whether 
calling a man Bisnw.rk was au insult pun- 
ishable by the law. 

A celebrated Spanish Professor of Dissec- 
tion, Bon Manuel Sanchez, y Dozuolo, has 
lately dissected tho famous oull llegatoro, 
which loiight nt tho last bull tight at Madrid, 
and was killed by the Curdits. The professor 
intends sending the skolelou to the Exposi- 
tion, It will be placed in tho position 
usually assumed by a bull in the not of com.* 
hatiiiig.

Tho same professor intends nlsD 
sending the tkcloton of a snake, found on 
tho Tatdo Mountain", as well a3 the skeletons 
of a dog, u fox and a wolf, all of which have 
been must Bkilfully dissected. 

Count de Montalembort, who is yet hardly 
recovered from his recent illness, has just 
sent to the press tho third volume ol his 
Histoire dex Moines d'Uricnt (History ol the 
Monks ol tho East), which will be very 
shortly given to tho public. 

We havo to announce tho death of Mr 
Aime Paris, one of tho inventors ol the 
musical method and author of Important 
works. 

Wo hear from the Bavarian Capital that 
tho musio-mad young King finds it Impossible 
to live without his dear friend and muster, 
Wagner, the well-known composer of Cauo- 
hauser, and that Wagner will shortly bo in- 
stalled in tho Royal residence. 

Tho case of the will ol Father Lacordairc 
has just come before tho Imperial Ooui't ol 
Toulouse.

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Execution of (ho New Zealauil Thugs. 
Extraordinary Dying Speeches. 

(Train thi Ottigo Daily Times, Out. 20.) 
Jn our last nummary il was stated that 
Burgess, Levy and Kelly hud been tried and 
found guilty of iho murder of Felix Mathieu, 
one of lour persons who were murdered by 
the prisoners, in company with James 
Thomas Sullivan. Sullivan was afterwards 
tried and convicted of the murder of J„mos 
Battle, an old whaler; but tho sentence of 
death passed upon him was commuted to 
penal servitude for lile, in consideration of 
his having been the means of convicting the 
other three, who were lelt for execution, 

On Friday, Oct. Glh, tbo sentence was 
Ciinied into (fleet on Burgess, Levy and 
Kelly, in the Jail Yaid at Nelson. All Ihe 
men died protesting the truth of tho state- 
ments they bad mado, and Kelly and Levy 
repealedly declared themselves Innocent. 
Burgess wa3 the lirst to speak. Ho declared 
that Sullivan was the murderer of Hattlo, of 
Mathieu, and of the Surveyor Dobson ; und 
that Levy and Kelly were entirely innocent 
ol all the murders. Ho acknowledged him- 
self morally guilty of Dobson's murder, be- 
cause he knew of it bolh boforo and after it 
was perpetrated ; but ho nssertsd that Sulli- 
van was actually concerned in all tho six. Ho 
expressed himself happy on a morning so 
glorious and bright; und had it not boon for 
the regret be felt at the unmerited fate of 
Levy and Kelly, ho could dio happily and 
almost joyously. 

Kelly read a long statement, of tho style 
and character ol which the lollowing extracts 
will give nu idea. It commences : — "A good 
morning but au unpleasant morning to you 
all, gentlemen, country men, brothers nnd 
spectators of one of the most awful, terrible, 
dreadful, fearful, shameful, painful, monrnlul, 
revengeful, hateful, wrongful, unjustifiable, 
ignominious, inglorious deaths nnd murders 
that ever look place in tho wide world since 
the creation ol Adam, and a sad morning to 
my poor self; and may God bo merciful to 
me a sinner and not a murderer !" Alter r(n 
ferring to the atonement of Christ, he con- 
linuod — 'Since 1 havo been born 1 trust, 
Almighty God ban seoielied and tried mo, to 
see if there has been uny such wickedness in 
me us ever to know tho certainty of the 
Maungulapu murders until Sullivan confess- 
ed. May 1 never bo forgiven my sins upon 
earth, or niter I shuffle off this mortal coil 
and appear before Almighty God, if Iain not 
innocent of killing or being with any person 
that did kill, on ihe Maungatapu or elsewhere 
any oilier murdered men in the world. If my 
assertion ami dying word be not the truth, I 
hope that alter 1 ascend the fatal and unwel- 
come hculfuld and Ihe bolt is drawn that will 
launch me out of this woild and thai whilst 
ray frail and worthless body of clay is dangling 
in the air,the devil will be watching for the 
moment my soul departs from this body and 
lhat it may be borne ou tho wings uf the 
devil to the bottomless pit of hell, at a speed 
moro rapid than the light of tbo sun reaches 
our earth. Yes, at a speed as quick as that 
which 1 believe lo too fastest thing that 
travels, for I can think to Heaven in an in- 
stant." He next tei rued Sullivun "Tho De- 
mon ot the West Coast and the Maungatapu 
Mountains Assassin." Ho prayed for a 
blessing on the heads of tho people of Nelson 
lor their etloris to discover the bndies of the 
murdered men. He praised what had taken 
place on the part of tho people of tho town 
named alter Iho gallant hero ol tho sea and 
ocean and iho conqueror of old England's 
enemies. Nelson, the inimitable wonder of 
sea lights and war, and hoped he was happy ; 
eaihng upon God to bless him, lor he liked n 
patriot. Ho then copied a hymn referring to 
the hour of parting with all earthly things 
and concluded his dying speech thus : — "And 
this hour has been lully belore ni i the great 
part of my lile, but never as it should have 
been, until after my arrest. But may I find 
lile and Heaven with my God. So farewell 
to everybody, from Tommy Noon, called 
Kelly."' 

Levy evinced the least emotion. He com- 
plained, that the authorities did not allow 
him money to secure witnesses, that ho had 
beeu unfairly treated by tbe press, and that 
] had be been tried elsewhere he would have 
been acquitted. He appealed to the editor 
ol the Colomst to givo bis statement full 
publicity, ari l declared by Jehuvah (putting 
on his ha'), and mentioning the place of tho 
murder of the lour men, that ha and Kelly 
had been six hours away from the society ol 
Burgess and Sullivan. lie complained of bis 
treatment in prison, and ol favor having 
been shown to Sullivan, und concluded by 
protesting his innooeuoo. Tbe preparations 
being completed, the men ascended the 
scaffold with their religious advisers, and all 
knelt down in prayer. Burgess professed 
penitence and hopo in God ; thanked all the 
officials lor their kindness, nnd said he was 
quite ready to submit to Iho sentence ot the 
law, Kelly ejaculated, " Obi God I I am 
not re dy Give me a few more minutes to 
speak 1" The ropes were adjusted, und the 
caps drawn over tbeir eyes. Levy, who was 
still kneeling on the drop, cried out in a 
loud and distinct voice, ,; I am innocent." 
Kelly, while kneeling, attempted to rise and 
oddress tbe people assembled. Ho called 
out " I. am uot being hanged, I cm being 
inurdere 1." Tho drop fell — in a short time 
the men were dead. Burgess appeared to die 
instantly, without a struggle ; Levy suffered 
two .,r three slight convulsions ; Kelly showed 
signs ol life tho longest.

Disaster to tlic Ship Nicholas Diddle. 

Tup, American ship Nicholas Bid tile, Cnpt 
lfowo, bound from a port on Paget Sound 
lor Sun Frauoisco, with 530,000 foot of lumber, 
wug caught in the terrific galu of Sunday 
night, wliilo running down the Straits under 
light aail, and bad her canvas blown away. 
Tho captain then hooded the ship for an an- 
chorage in Royal lloads, bat dri'teJ upon 
Itoscdalo Uncles (so-called because the 
British ship Roscdale struck upon it in 1862), 
near Race Rock. After striking, tho ship 
remained fast, and thu captaiu and all hand.", 
with the exception of tho cook, left in tho 
ship's b.)at for Esquimalt, where Captain Old- 
field, of II. M.S. Malacca (senior officer on 
the station), was apprised of the disaster, 
and vyith commendable alacrity ordered 
H.M.S. Sparrowhawk to go to tho relief of 
tho distressed vessel, at the fudib time de- 
taching a portion of his own crew to assist 
Hint of tho Sparrowhawk in tho praiseworthy 
work. Word was also brought to Victoria, 
and Mr Walluce, Agent for the V. I. Coal 
Company, chartered the steamer Isabel and 
also started to tho relief of the Biddle, Upon 
teaching the rocks :t was found that tho ship 
had floated of! with the Hood-lido and was 
then ofj Discovery Island, water-logged. 
The Spurroxhuwk and Isabel overhauled 
and towed her into Esquimalt harbor, where 
she now lies waterlogged, having sustained 
serious damage to her bottom. The cook 
was found safe on board. The ship is 
uninsured* A survey will probably bo held 
tO'day. Captain IIowo speaks in tho highest 
terms of the evertions of Captain Porohor 
and the officers ol tho Sparrowhawk in behalf 
of the distressed ship, and desiroi ua to re- 
turn bis heartfelt thanks to them and to Capt 
Oldfield for tho valuable services so freoly 
Sud opportunely rendered. 

Indian VVnisicr Selling. — One Duncan 
was cjuglit by officers Taylor and Absom, 
on the morning of tho Lord's day, while in 
the act of selling a bottlo of gin to an In- 
dian. The officers stated that a very brisk 
business is being driven on Store street by 
tho whisky sellers ; but they thought Duo- 
can was a green hand in tho profession. 
Duncan, in explanation, told ibo Court that 
ho was a sailor, and cauio out from London 
on the Prince of Wales ; he was sent to tho 
hospital while suffering Irom scurvy, and 
since he recovered ho had been unable 
to obtain employment. The oQonder was 

fined 850 or two months' imprisonment 

■Tames Wright, an incorrigible old vagrant, 
was arrested by llio same officers on n charge 
of having given a can of liquor to an Indian. 
The prisoner pleaded not guilty, and said 
that " there was plenty mure whisky sellers 
there who might httve given it to (he Indian" 
(laughter ) The prisoner made a most elo- 
quent addrert, and " begged to ax " t he 
officers many questions, but failed to estab- 
lish his innocence. The fellow was sent 
to tho chain-gang for three months ; and 
although he dropped a few tears as he left 
tho Court, he really seemod pleased to know 
that bis wants lor the next 90 days will be 
supplied by cur paternal Government.
